Pina 
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Brockton  High  School,  with  over  five  thousand  students,  is  like  a 
community  within  itself.  This  community  is  a  reflection  of  a  larger 
community,  our  nation.  Current  events;  the  fads,  the  expressions,  the 
political  feelings  and  the  fashions,  all  are  expressed  in  a  unique  way 
through  the  students. 

The  students  of  the  fifties,  a  decade  of  relative  peace  and  rational 
prosperity,  were  fun-loving  and  apathetic  towards  international  prob- 
lems. Cars,  movies,  and  music  were  the  major  concern.  With  the 
turmoil  of  the  sixties  came  a  new  breed.  Teenagers  questioned  the 
establishment.  Apathy  left  the  schools.  Fashion  was  casual,  the  music 
was  philosophical  and  the  gatherings  were  political.  The  seventies 
became  an  era  of  uncertainty.  Watergate  threw  a  shadow  or  corruption 
over  the  country.  A  recession  began  with  the  rise  of  prices.  As  a  result 
people  became  more  independent.  Students  seemed  to  reflect  these 
feelings.  Fads,  such  as  jogging,  were  those  which  gave  the  message 
"this  is  a  'me'  generation". 

We  will  be  the  graduates  of  the  class  of  1982.  We  will  become 
representatives  of  this  new  era,  as  the  changes  that  have  occurred 
among  us  are  a  result  of  developments  in  state-wide,  nationwide  and 
interantional  news. 

The  students  of  the  eighties  have  become  increasingly  aware  of 
international  conflicts.  They  realize  that  no  matter  how  far  away  they 
seem,  these  events  effect  our  lives.  Most  memorable  of  these  events  is 
the  year  long  period  in  which  52  Americans  were  held  hostage  in  Iran. 
A  sense  of  great  patriotism  developed  in  our  country,  and  in  our 
school.  Through  T-shirts,  bumperstickers  and  posters,  we  expressed 
our  views.  The  activites  of  the  Soviet  Union  have  also  been  important 
news.  Its  intervention  in  Afghanistan  was  of  a  major  concern  to  our 
country.  As  a  result.  President  Carter  made  the  decision  to  withdraw 
the  U.S.  team  from  Olympic  competition.  Some  of  us  supported  this 
decision,  others  opposed  it.  In  1980  it  seemed  that  the  American 
people  were  searching  for  a  change.  Inflation  had  risen,  and  the 
Iranian  crisis  had  yet  to  be  resolved.  Ronald  Reagan  offered  a  change; 
where  Carter  had  failed,  he  would  succeed.  Americans  chose  Reagan 
as  their  President  in  1980  and  with  this  change  comes  a  new  era. 

So  far  this  era.  the  eighties,  has  yet  to  take  on  an  identity  of  its  own. 
There  still  remains  the  influence  of  the  seventies,  concern  about  infla- 
tion, remnants  of  disco,  styles  of  dress  and  the  emphasis  on  physical 
fitness.  Yet  there  are  new  ideas  that  have  begun  to  emerge. 

Current  events  of  the  eighties  have  been  important  in  all  of  our  lives. 
The  shocking  events,  such  as  the  attempt  on  the  President's  life,  the 
unsuccessful  assassination  attempt  of  the  Pope  and  the  tragic  death  of 
John  Lennon.  have  saddened  us  all.  The  international  crisis,  such  as 
the  situation  in  Northern  Ireland  and  the  strikes  in  Poland  have  made 
us  more  thankful  that  we  live  in  the  United  States. 

Many  fads  have  developed  in  the  past  two  years.  Punk  Rock,  rollers- 
kating.  knickers  all  these  fads  however  short  lived,  will  be  remembered 
as  part  of  the  eighties.
